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Fellow Cvtizens: 

We feel that the brief outline, that we desire to pre- 
sent to you of the work done by us, and our teachers, 
in the Public Schools, during the past year, will hardly 
suffice to render our duties to you and the work 
complete, without a few thoughts bearing upon its im- 
perative needs and demands, as seen in the light of 
future years. 

The education of the young in this community, to 
an enthusiast in the work, (and each of us ought to be,) is 
an eminently important and practical work. Manifestly 
true does this appear, if we note the spirit of the age, 
and the character of the race to which we belong. 
The age in which we live is active and energetic, but 
delights in results easily secured. Superior intelli- 
gence, knowledge that can be turned to a practical use, 
is always in demand. The Anglo-Saxon mind excels 
all others in its desire and ability to do this. What 
shall we teach the young, asked an old sage? What 
he most needs to know was the apt reply. What then 
do our children and youth aim to do or’wish to become 
in life? As the proverb is, “Like father like son,” 
surely this is a question that concerns the parent, as 
well as the child to ask. 

Whatever they do in life let the little folks con their 
studies thoroughly and faithfully, you say; they will 
need ali the knowledge they can get. This is admitted. 
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But the incidental advantages of a good school are often 
of very great value. Let us see to it that these also are 
secured to them. Are they to remain with us as citi- 
zens of their own town? Then as social beings they 
should be brought together in schools as large, as stimu- 
lating and as prosperous as in the nature of the case we 
can give them. That, in early life, they may form 
acquaintances, cement friendships, and have their facul- 
ties and energies developed and increased by a health- 
ful contact with other minds. He who would not have 
his child an exotic in the social world when he becomes 
a man must allow him to grow up with the world of his 
own age. : 

Are they to leave us in pursuit of a home or a for- 
tune in other communities, then we should note well the 
probable character of these communities. That, any- 
where in our country, a good education will be held at 
a premium. That the great West, like a young athlete, 
awake and alive to her booming values, in real estate 
and other property, is also on the alert to make the most 
of these advantages, by giving her youth extensive edu- 
cational privileges. That the growing villages, and 
great cities of our land, stimulated by numbers and im- 
proved methods, abounding in experts and enthusiasts 
in every science, vieing with each other in efforts to ob- 
tain for text books, and for teachers the very best; are 
placing within the reach of the humblest and poorest 
families privileges for obtaining an education of no 
mean order. 

If our youth then are not to be laggards in the race, 
should they come in contact with the well trained and 
well furnished minds of these communities, it behooves 
us to be up and doing in this work. 
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The mere acquisition of knowledge is not all. 
While the laws of the state contemplate the giving to all 
of her citizens an opportunity to acquire a thorough 
knowledge of the branches required by law to be taught 
in our common schools, the word ¢horough may mean a 
great deal more to one mind than to another. _Viz., to 
be a good reader, in its best sense, implies the ability to 
completely grasp the thought and feeling of the author 
read and convey it to listeners, by an ever varying ac- 
centation and tone of the voice. This involves, also, an 
extensive knowledge of the best literature; that the dis- 
criminating and appreciative faculty being called into 
active exercise may be able to know the relative value 
of what is read. Few things can be more important, in 
this age of many books, than to be able quickly and 
easily to grasp that which is really valuable, and appro- 
priate. it to one’s own use. The bee that flits from 
flower to flower only to be sated with sweets can never 
be of value as a producer of honey for it’s own or an- 
other’s use. 

The facts learned, the rules committed, the prob- 
lems solved are not all nor are they the most important 
part of the benefit to be secured in the school room. A 
well disciplined mind is of far greater value. Educa- 
tion here is but begun to be continued through life. 
The man not growing in knowledge and virtue is de- 
caying in ignorance and vice. Nor is merely mental 
culture all.. There is a culture of the heart that must 
not be overlooked. True, religion is not to be taught 
here, in any limited, denominational sense, but in its 
broader and deeper divine sense, it is. The human 
mind can never have too early in life an ever present, 
sweet and reverential conception of its union with, and

dependence upon God, the eternal Father, and Jesus, 
the loving Saviour. The prosperity of every commu- 
nity demands that its citizens should be early taught in 
the Public Schools the fundamental virtues of honesty, 
temperance, industry, justice and truth. 

The importance of this great work requires the em- 
ployment of teachers of no ordinary merit; the very best 
that under the circumstances can be obtained. In the 
good teacher we find some adequate sense of the im- 
portance ot his work, as affecting the future happiness 
and usefulness of his pupils. He is active, and indus- 
trious, enthusiastic and aspiring; not having yet at- 
tained but ardently pressing toward the mark. Hehas 
caught the spirit of the age in which he lives. ‘To him 
growth in knowledge and character is the thing of all 
others of prime importance. In the forest, growing 
rapidly under the genial influence of sun and rain, that 
tree, or little clump of trees, that does not itself grow, 
soon becomes, relatively, exceedingly small. Who can 
hope to lift others to a high standard of excellence with- 
out himself first being lifted. 

The Tuesday evening before the closing week of 
the three terms of the past year we have held what we 
have called, a meeting of the teachers and the school 
board. This meeting we have found incidentally help- 
ful in securing for the closing examinations a better ar- 
rangement and understanding ; but primarily and chiefly 
in affording a stimulus and help to social and intel- 
lectual improvement; keeping prominently before the 
mind of each teacher during the term some important or 
favorite topic bearing upon this work of common inter- 
est to all, upon which to read, meditate, collect facts, 
and suggestions to be brought together in an essay

written and read for the benefit of all. In this meeting 
our teachers have manifested a commendable interest 
and enthusiasm, and we think they have not been un- 
profitable to them, as they certainly have not been to us. 

In Mr. Preston’s school at the centre three small 
prizes were given by one of our number for excelling in 
Neatness, System, Good Order and. Good Deportment. 
Attention is called to this, not as in itself a thing worthy 
of especial notice, but as incidentally suggesting traits 
of very prominent importance in a good school. 

The good school will be often found second only to 
the good home in its moulding influence upon the char- 
acter. The neat and orderly school room becomes a 
sort of an inspiration to the teacher and the chance 
visitor to make them cheerful and hopeful. The syste- 
matic man will, other things being equal, ever be found 
to be the successful man. 

In this age especially of great enterprises and ex- 
tensive business transactions, often under the superin- 
tendence of a single mind, these cannot be successfully 
carried on unless by a rigid adherence to a thorough 
system. So, too, the young are often a source of great 
annoyance, loss of time and trouble to parents and 
guardians by their careless and slovenly habits in the 
use of books, tools, wearing apparel and the lke that 
are not prized because not earned by the toil of their 
own hands. 

To encourage our schools to more attention and the 
formation of more careful habits in this direction some 
pains has been taken during the year to provide better 
conveniences for laying aside the garments not needed 
in the school room, in an orderly manner. 


It will help also in the same direction if considera-

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ble effort shall be made during the coming year in the 
way of repairs, now sorely needed in Districts No. 1, 
No. 5 and No. 8 especially. 

The scholars seeing that their parents and the 
board are determined to do their part of the work faith- 
fully and well will soon catch the enterprising spirit of 
their elders. In this connection we are prompted to say 
that special praise is due to Mr. Lyman Chandler for the 
very neat and faithful manner in which he has kept the 
school room in District No. 5. 

It is not for us to say much in the way of commen- 
dation of the system under which our office is held. If 
it has its good features, let us make the most of them. 
That our legislators sincerely enacted the law, not in 
the interest of any one class, (as has been foolishly 
said) but to promote the cause of education and for the 
benefit of all, we think there can be no reasonable 
doubt. 

The conception surely is not a bad one that views 
the entire moneyed appropriation of the town for schools 
for a particular year, as a unit to be divided and ex- 
pended just when and where, for the period of the year 
under consideration, the good of the cause of education 
demands; the rich and the favored receiving no more, 
and the poor and unfortunate, no less, holding the edu- 
cation of every child as equally dear and important. 
That under a system so facile of change, amid the ever 
varying and shifting condition of the different parts of 
a town, the cause of education, committed to the care of 
wise, impartial, and competent men would be likely to 
suffer no detriment, we think all must admit. And 
here is just where the present system seems most diffi- 
cult in its practical working. We do not feel equal to 
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the duties devolved upon us. A divided interest is a 
weakened interest. Wearied by our labors on our 
farms, and in connection with our own necessary busi- 
ness, we often find ourselves in the school room lacking 
in that enthusiasm of feeling so helpful and necessary in 
this work. Our years have placed us at a distance 
from the text books now in use, and we hardly find time 
to secure that familiarity with them by fresh study that 
a complete mastery of the needs of our pupils. demands. 

Parents and guardians: The work of educating the 
young in this community is your work. See to it, that 
it is- well and faithfully done. Let not the master trust 
his work too implicitly to the servant’s care. Suggest, 
stimulate, encourage, help, in every possible way. 

The closing examinations of our winter term es- 
pecially have manifested considerable interest on the 
part of parents and other visitors in our work. We do 
not presume that the interest thus manifested is any just 
indication-of that really felt. It is always comforting to 
be able to know and feel that there is light and warmth 
somewhere, only it is not so comforting to have so much 
of it hid under a bushel. 

That the thirty hours of the week usually allotted 
the school room is not beyond the needs or capacity of 
most pupils to employ profitably is we think quite evi- 
dent. That in some of our smaller schools it will 
largely tax the ingenuity of the teacher to interest her 
little charge for that length of time, is also evident. In 
that case, we say, though we do not wish to be exact- 
ing, let the ingenuity be taxed. Devise original methods 

of teaching and pleasing, and the hours thus spent may 
become the most profitable of all to both teacher and 
pupil. Do not let the little ones out to wander up and 
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down the streets, playing and making the rest of the 
school uneasy and wandering in thought and interest.
